With  the  abolishing  of  slavery  in  Venezuela  (1854)  accomplished  by  the 
government  of  Jose  Tadeo  Monagas,  the  heavy  stability  of  the  agricultural 
economy  of  Venezuela  was  broken  to  a certain  extent.  The  slaves  were 
supplanted  by  “peones”.  Most  of  the  peones  were  the  old  slaves,  who  through 
a long  and  victorious  struggle  gained  a less  inhuman  although  exploitated 
place  in  society.  This  political  and  social  phenomenon  brought  heavy  losses 
to  landlords,  and  the  way  they  found  to  cope  with  the  coming  crisis  was 
through  the  provisional  coinage  of  local  currency  whose  real  value  was  in- 
ferior to  the  nominal  value  of  same.
